This two page communication is a summary of the Applicants telephone interview with the 
Examiner on June 15, 2005. 

Pending claims 20-20-33 and 35-37 and proposed amended and new claims submitted by the 
Applicants were discussed in lieu of WO98/07864, Clifford C. Shone et a/., Recombinant Toxin 
Fragments (Feb. 26, 1998) and US 6,461,617, Clifford C. Shone et al., Recombinant Toxin 
Fragments (Oct. 8, 2002). The general thrust of the principal argument centered on whether a 
non-human protease cleavage site could or could not be cleaved by a human protease. The 
appropriateness of trademark names in a claim was also discussed. 
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
